n AT  /^HE  SAME  time  Wilkinson  was  reappointed  chan- 
cellor of  the  Unified  Church  School  System. 

President  Wilkinson  resigned  both  these  posts  last  Feb- 
ruary to  make  an  unsuccessful  run  for  the  U.  S.  Senate 
against  Democratic  Senator  Frank  E.  Moss.

Former  President  Returns 

The  news  of  the  return  of  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  as  Pres, 
ident  of  Brigham  Young  University  and  Chancellor  of  the 
Unified  Church  School  System  was  met  with  mixed  emotions. 

It  was  thought  by  many  at  the  University  that  Presi- 
dent Wilkinson  would  carry  out  his  statement  to  the  press 
in  which  he  indicated  his  plans  to  return  to  his  law  practice 
in  the  east.  Apparently  his  plans  have  changed. 

President  Wilkinson  served  the  University  admirably 
for  13  years.  Last  February  he  chose  to  leave  the  University 
and  seek  a Utah  Senatorial  seat.  This  resignation  seemed 
to  indicate  a more  vested  interest  in  politics  than  adminis- 
tration of  the  BYU.  . 

No  one  would  doubt  the  sincerity  of  his  intention  to 
become  a politician,  but  his  interest  in  becoming  a good  pol- 
itician and  a good  university  president  appear  to  conflict. 

By  leavng  the  University  in  February  to  become  a pol- 
itician, President  Wilkinson  indicated  his  desire  to  become 
a good  politician  rather  than  remain  as  head  of  the  Univer- 
sity Now  that  the  election  is  past,  he  seems  to  be  directing 
his  interests  once  again  toward  becoming  a good  president. 

It  appears  that  President  Wilkinson’s  aspirations  were 
first  the  U.  S.  Senate,  then  the  law  and  then  the  Brigham 
Young  University.

I had  been  told  by  no  small' 
numbers  of  English  teachers  that  i 
lgrge  vocabularies  are  simply  a 
must  for  the  well  educated  man. 
Naturally  being  vain  I had  no 
other  recourse  of  action. 

“A  large  vocabulary  is  a must,” 
I said  to  myself.  Then  I said,  “A 
prodigious  vocabulary  is  neat.”  I 
wasn’t  exactly  sure  what  I had 
just  said,  but  it  sounded  terribly 
intellectual,  I mean  top  drawer. 

BUT  “NEAT”  HAD  just  to 
much  Ivy  League  for  the  truly 
well  educated  and  I felt  sure  my 
favorite  word  had  to  go.  I need 
something  that’s  cool.  “Cool”  will 
do.  It’s  neat.  I need  a cool  voca- 
bulary. But  then  again,  I thought. 

Logic  finally  held  sway  and 
besides  lots  of  sharp  people  are 
finks.  I don’t  like  the  work 
“FINK”  either,  but  it’s  so  glori- 
ously descriptive.  I mean  a fink 
is  really  out  to  lunch  and  enough 
to  drive  you  up  the  wall. 

Then  there  are  all  the  other 
problems  of  a neat  vocabulary. 
It’s  pretty  darn  hard  -I  mean  it 
fakes  a moral  giant,  like  a great 
philosopher  on  somebody  who’s 


really  neat  to  say,  “Now,  now, 
let’s  take  cognizance  of  the 
poignant  facts,”  and  get  away 
with  it. 

THEN  AGAIN  I get  embar- 
rassed everytime  I say  something 
that  I know  nobody  else  knows 
as  if  to  say,  “You  really  have  to 
be  stupid  if  you  don’t  know  what 
I mean.” 

But  the  guilt  feelings  of  a neat 
vocabulary  are  prodigious.  It 
makes  you  feel  so  superior  when 
you  understand  the  person  speak- 
ing and  nobody  else  does. 

Seriously,  a neat  vocabuary  is 
a must.  It’s  such  a glorious  feel- 
ing when  you  force  the  sentence 
to  fit  the  word — well,  a new  word 
has  to  be  learned  somehow. 

When  I think  of  vocabularies 
and  words  well  used,  I always 
think  of  Dr.  James  E.  Talmage. 
He  wrote  so  beautifully,  books 
like  Jesus  the  Christ  and  Articles 
of  Faith.  Every  word  seemed  to 
have  purpose  and  belong  to  the 
sentence— nothing  ostentatious. 
The  only  thing  I had  against  him 
was  that  he  didn’t  use  “neat” 
very  often.

CIA  Director 
Reportedly 
Will  Resign 

WASHINGTON,  (AP)  — John 
A.  McCone  reportedly  has  told 
President  Johnson  he  would  like 
to  be  released  from  his  duties  as 
Director  of  the  Central  Intelli- 
gence Agency  in  order  to  return 
to  private  life. 

The  reports,  being  heard  ih  of- 
fical  circles  here,  listed  former 
Deputy  Secretary  of  Defense 
Roswell  L.  Gilpatric,'  as  the  most 
likely  choice  to  succeed  McCone. 
Gilpatric  resigned  a year  ago  to 
resume  his  law  practice  here. 

The  White  House  refused  to 
confirm  or  deny  the  reports  or 
to  comment  on  the  possibility  of 
a change. 

McCone  is  known  to  have 
spoken  privately  to  friends  of  a 
desire  to  return  to  private  life. 
His  reported  attitude  would  ap- 
pear to  put  the  final  decision  up 
to  President  Johnson. 

Johnson  in  turn,  informed  of- 
ficals  said,  would  be  influenced 
in  a final  decision  on  McCone’s 
resignation  by  when  he  could 
obtain  the  services  of  a fully  i 
qualified  successor. 


MIAMI  BEACH,  FLA.,  (AP)  — 
Rule  makers  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  stuck  by 
their  firm  opposition  to  Medicare 
Wednesday,  cast  aside  all  thought 
of  compromise,  and  pledged  to 
fight. 

They  also  named  a new  presi- 
dent-elect— a man  who  sees  the 
AMA’s  Medicare  battle  as  a long 
term  one  if  it  is  not  lost  this 
year.  He  is  Dr.  James  Z.  Appel, 
57,  of  Lancaster,  Pa. 

Four  resolutions  which  would 
have  suggested  compromising 
attitudes  on  health  care  for  the 
aged  were  dealt  with  quickly. 
Two  of  them  - were  passed  over 
without  action,  one  was  struck 
down  directly  and  one  was  sub- 
stituted, making  it  a pledge  to 
provide  medical  care  for  the 
needy  aged  through  existing  leg- 
islation. 

In  effect,  the  latter  action 
merely  reaffirmed  the  AMA’s 
consistent  insistence  that  health 
care  for  the  elderly  who  cannot 
afford  it  can  be  handled  adequ- 
ately through  the  Kerr-Mills  law. 

That  law  provides  Federal 
funds  for  state-controlled  pro- 
grams that  pay  for  medical  care 
for  elderly  people  who  can  show 
they  cannot  meet  the  costs. 

Medicare  proposals — primarily 
the  King-Anderson  Bill — would 
provide  health  care  for  all  per- 
sons over  65  through  Social  Sec- 
urity. Doctors  feel  this  would 
mean  Federal  intervention  in 
medical  practice. 

Most  observers-including  AMA 
President  Donovan  F.  Ward — 
have  taken  note  of  increasing 
congressional  strength  for  Medi- 
care’s passage  this  year. 

Meanwhile,  the  AMA  began  to 
gear  up  for  the  Medicare  fight — 
aware  of  Johnson  administration 
intentions  to  press  for  passage 
of  the  Social  Security  measure 
early  in  the  congressional  ses- 
sion. 

The  AMA  set  a hurriedly  called 
Dec.  13  meeting  at  its  headquart- 
ers in  Chicago,  ^with  representa- 
tives of  its  state  societies  to  map 
out  a public  education  program. 


Argentina’s  Ex-Dictator 
Asked  To  Leave  Brazil 


RIO  DE  JANEIRO,  (AP)— 
Juan  D.  Peron’s  dream  of  return- 
ing to  Argentina  banged  into  a 
Brazilian  wall  Wednesday.  The 
ex-dictator  flew  to  Rio  from 
Madrid  as  a first  class  passenger, 
but  landed  as  a diplomatic  de- 
tainee tagged  for  return  to  Spain. 

The  governments  of  Brazil  and 
neighboring  nations— particularly 
Argentina,  whose  19  million  peo- 
ple he  ruled  from  1946  to  1955— 
made  plain  they  would  not  wel- 
come Peron,  now  69. 

A WANDERER  in  luxurious 
exile  for  nine  years,  Peron  mono- 
polized the  first  class  section  of 
an  Iberia  DCS  airliner  with  nine 
companions  for  a transatlantic 
flight  that  ended  at  the  Galeao 
International  Airport. 

The  Peron  party  intended  to 
remain  aboard  for  the  1,200-miIe 
leg  to  Montevideo,  Uruguay,  then 
switch  to  another  plane  for  a 
Light  to  Asuncion,  Paraguay. 
Egged  on  by  a committee  of  his 
Argentine  admirers,  Peron  hoped 
to  take  up  residence  in  Asuncion, 
until  he  considered  the  time  ripe 
for  a crossing  into  Argentina. 

BUT  BRAZIL’S  government, 
which  long  ago  declared  Peron 
persona  non  gata,  had  other 
plans. 

Air  Force  troops  armed  with 
submachine  guns  surrounded 
Iberia’s  jet.  A colonel  said  the 
plane  would  not  be  permitted  to 
take  off  if  Peron  refused  to  leave 
it.  Eventually  Iberia  announced 
cancellation  of  the  rest  of  the 
flight — scheduled  to  Montevideo, 
Buenos  Aires  and  Santiago. 

Peron  and  his  followers  finally 
emerged  with  Joao  Lampreia 
Gracie,  the  Foreign  Ministry’s 


chief  of  protocol.  Among  them 
was  a woman  listed  on  the  pass- 
enger manifest  as  Dalmira  Remo 
De  Sosa.  She  accompanied  Peron 
in  a government  limousine  to  the 
Military  section  of  the  airport, 
where  he  was  detained.

Brigham  Young  University  and 
Arizona  State  University  players 
grabbed  the  lion’s  share  in  six 
of  the  nine  categories  of  foot- 
ball play  according  to  Western 
Athletic  Conference  statistics  re- 
leased this  week. 

BRIGHAM  YOUNG  players  led 
in  three  categories,  Arizona  State 
in  three,  Wyoming  in  one,  Utah 
in  one  and  Arizona  shared  one 
other  with  Utah. 

Kent  Oborn,  BYU  halfback,  also 
took  player  honors  in  two  cate- 
gories with  279  yards  in  punt  re- 
turns and  380  yards  in  kickoff 
returns. 

LEADING  RUSHER  FOR  the 

season  is  John  Ogden,  BYU  full- 
back, who  accumulated  770  yards. 
Season  scoring  honors  were 
shared  by  Utah’s  Allen  Jacobs 
and  Arizona’s  Floyd  Hudlow, 
each  having  scored  eight  touch- 
downs for  48  points. 

John  Torok,  ASU  quarterback, 
finished  far  ahead  of  competitors 
in  total  offense  and  passing  to 
lead  in  two  departments  . Al- 
though he  had  a deficit  of  130 
yards  rushing,  he  completed  139 
passes  for  2356  yards. 

PUNTING  HONORS  went  to 
Jerry  Marion,  Wyoming,  with  an 
average  of  40.0  yards.  C.  D. 
Lowery,  Utah,  intercepted  eight 
passes  during  the  season  to  win 
top  honors  in  that  category. 

Arizona  State  teammates  Ben 
Hawkins  and  Jerry  Smith  led  the 
conference  in  pass  receiving,  each 
with  42  catches  and  five  touch- 
down passes.
